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One  of  the  highlights  of  this  past  season  was  MSC's  victory  over  7th 
rated  Central  Connecticut  State,  via  two  field  goals  by  Most  Valuable 
Player,  Dan  Rodgers.  Dan  won  the  season  scoring  title  for  the  second 
time  in  his  career  at  MSC,  scoring  37  points  by  way  of  7  field  goals  and 
1  6  extra  points.  The  seven  field  goals  are  an  all-time  record.  The  future 
is  bright  as  new  head-coach  Clary  Anderson  greets  a  highly  successful 
freshman  team  coupled  with  many  returning  lettermen.  Coach  Ander¬ 
son  succeeds  Henry  (Hank)  Ferris  who  has  been  head  football  coach 
for  the  past  three  seasons.  Coach  Anderson  has  been  a  most  success¬ 
ful  high  school  coach  at  Montclair  High.  He  will  also  assume  assistant 
athletic  director  duties  and  next  year  will  become  head  baseball  coach 
also. 
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The  season  was  a  long  one  for  Coach  George  Horn's  harriers.  Co-captains  Dale 
Rodgers  and  Tom  Zaccone  both  were  hampered  by  illness.  Dale  was  out  all  of  this  sea¬ 
son  and  Tom  was  out  all  of  last  year.  Tom  still  felt  the  effects  in  his  effort  for  a  comeback 
this  season.  The  team  is  spearheaded  by  sophomore  Joe  Hibbs.  He  is  a  strong  runner, 
and  can  surely  be  counted  on  for  two  more  seasons.  Along  with  Hibbs,  Coach  Horn  will 
have  two  other  fine  runners  in  Dave  Evans  and  Jim  Cummings.  These  three,  including 
Co-captain  Rodgers  should  form  the  nucleus  for  next  year's  squad.  Coupled  with  the 
outstanding  freshmen  it  is  safe  to  assume  that  next  year’s  record  will  more  than  com¬ 
pensate  for  this  lean  year.  The  freshmen  includes  standouts  Vic  Mizzone,  Tom  Cusick, 
Glen  Standinger,  Pay  Dyer,  and  Dimitrius  Moreis.  Big  things  are  expected  of  this  crew 
of  harriers.

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Led  by  All-American  Arvi  Saar,  the 
MSC  soccer  team  received  the  first 
NCAA  bid  in  the  41  year  history  of 
intercollegiate  competition  at  MSC. 
Highlights  of  the  most  successful  season 
in  MSC’s  history  included  a  4-0  win  over 
Trenton  State,  handing  them  their  first 
New  Jersey  State  College  Conference 
loss  in  35  contests.  This  last-game-of- 
the-season  win  enabled  MSC  to  tie  for 
the  conference  championship  with  Tren¬ 
ton  State.  "Coach  of  the  Year"  Leonard 
Lucenko's  booters  started  the  season  by 
defeating  always-powerful  East  Strouds¬ 
burg  State  for  the  first  time  in  ten  years. 
After  an  early  season  loss  to  Jersey  City 
State,  Montclair  carried  an  eight  game 
winning  streak  into  the  NCAA  College 
Division’s  Eastern  Regional  Tournament 
at  Springfield  College  (Massachusetts). 
After  upsetting  first-seeded  University 
of  Baltimore  2-1,  MSC  lost  in  the  finals 
to  Springfield  6-0.  Co-captain  Tom  Hart¬ 
man  tied  one  other  mark — most  con¬ 
secutive  shutouts  (four).  Jay  Gavitt,  with 
eight  goals,  was  the  top  scorer  for 
MSC's  well-balanced  offense.  Named 
along  with  All-American  Saar  to  the 
New  Jersey  State  College  Conference 
1968  All-Conference  team  were  John 
Smith  and  co-captain  Al  Czaya.  Czaya 
concluded  his  four  year  varsity  career  at 
MSC  with  4th  consecutive  all-conference 
honors.

1969  has  begun. 
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The  1  969  Basketball  season  began  on  a  good 
note  as  the  Indians  downed  Fairleigh  Dickinson 
University  for  the  first  time  in  15  years.  Led  by 
Captain  Luther  Bowen  (averaging  over  21  points 
per  game)  plus  veteran  Bob  Lester  (1,000  re¬ 
bounds  for  his  career),  Mike  Oakes  (over  1,000 
career  points),  Bob  Sienkiewicz  and  transfer 
Harry  James,  the  team  broke  the  century  mark 
seven  times  this  season. 

Midway  through  the  season  the  Montclair 
hoopsters  began  their  drive  for  the  NCAA  Col¬ 
lege  Division  Championships.  Enroute,  they 
amassed  a  14  game  winning  streak,  including 
their  win  over  top  seeded  Wagner  College,  giv¬ 
ing  MSC  the  NCAA  Eastern  Regional  Champion¬ 
ship.  Harry  James  and  Luther  Bowen  (Most  Valu¬ 
able  Player  of  the  Tournament)  were  selected  to 
the  all-tourney  team. 

At  the  NCAA  College  Division  National  Cham¬ 
pionships,  the  Indians  were  eliminated  by  the 
Southwest  Missouri  State  Bears.  After  posting  a 
regular  season  mark  of  22  wins  and  only  2 
losses,  MSC  mentor  Ollie  Gelston  was  chosen 
New  Jersey  State  College  Conference  Basketball 
"Coach  of  the  Year."  "Mr.  Rebound,"  Bob 
Lester,  joined  Captain  Bowen  on  the  New  Jersey 
State  College  Conference  All  Conference  Team. 
Bowen  heaped  honors  on  an  already  prosperous 
career  by  being  named  to  the  Eastern  Collegiate 
Athletic  Conference's  Division  III  All-East  basket¬ 
ball  team.

Meanwhile, 
senior  John  Lyons,  called  the  “unheavy  heavyweight" 
by  his  teammates,  compiled  an  impressive  1  2-5  in¬ 
dividual  record. 

This  fine  squad  placed  second  in  the  Metropolitan 
Wrestling  Tournament,  held  at  N.Y.  Maritime  Col¬ 
lege.  Individual  honors  were  copped  by:  Jim  Grieco, 
a  first  in  the  1  67  lb.  weight  class;  Mike  Nuzzo,  a  sec¬ 
ond  in  the  177  lb.  weight  class;  Roy  Genatt,  a  third 
in  the  130  lb.  weight  class.  John  Lyons,  a  third  in 
the  191  lb.  weight  class;  and  John  Bellavia,  a  third 
in  the  1  60  weight  class. 

The  season  ended  with  Jim  Grieco,  two-time  Met¬ 
ropolitan  Intercollegiate  Champion  representing 
MSC  in  the  NCAA  College  Division  Championships 
in  San  Luis  Obispo,  California.

WON  8  — LOST  4 
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The  fencing  season  began  this  year  with  a  new 
coach,  a  new  league,  some  new  blood,  and  an 
increased  schedule.  The  result  was  an  impres¬ 
sive  8-4  season  record. 

The  swashbucklers  are  coached  by  Walter 
Gaylor  and  captained  by  Dale  Rodgers,  who 
finished  up  the  season  with  a  record  of  34-2. 
Then  there's  Dave  Bryer,  rated  as  the  top  fencer 
in  the  state,  sporting  a  career  total  of  58  wins 
against  only  one  defeat.  The  team  took  a  fourth 
place  in  the  North  Atlantic  Intercollegiate  Fenc¬ 
ing  Tournament,  while  finishing  second  in  the 
sabre  team  event.  Other  outstanding  team  mem¬ 
bers  are  Jordan  Denner  (sabre),  Todd  Boepple 
(foil)  and  Bruce  Kinter  (epee). 
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Most  Valuable  Gymnast  for  the  third  consecutive 
season,  Rick  Schwarz  led  the  MSC  gymnasts  to  their 
first  qualification  for  N.C.A.A.  National  competition. 
This  was  accomplished  by  scoring  over  1  35.00  points 
in  a  dual  meet,  which  they  surpassed  on  three  differ¬ 
ent  occasions.  Behind  first  year  head  coach  Terry 
Orlick,  the  MSC  gymnasts  accounted  for  the  best 
record  (10-2)  in  MSC  gymnastics  history.  In  doing 
so,  they  defeated  West  Chester  State  and  Slippery 
Rock  State  for  the  first  time  ever.  Co-captains  Rick 
Schwarz,  Dave  Green  and  Jon  Guenther  all  quali¬ 
fied  for  individual  competition  in  the  N.C.A.A.  Col¬ 
lege  Division  Nationals  at  San  Fernando  Valley  State 
College  in  California.  This  outstanding  feat  is  aug¬ 
mented  by  the  fact  that  all  qualified  in  more  than  one 
event.  Co-holder  of  the  Most  Valuable  Gymnast 
Award,  Dave  Green  overcame  an  early  injury  to  spur 
the  team  to  national  recognition.

The  emphasis  was  on  pitching  this  year  as  Coach  Bill 
Dioguardi  started  his  20th  season  at  the  helm  of  the  In¬ 
dians,  faced  with  a  maior  task  of  replacing  key  lettermen 
from  last  year’s  outstanding  club.  The  hopes  for  the  team 
rested  with  pitching-ace  Pete  Jerauld  (13-4  career  total), 
and  hard  throwing  southpaw,  Fred  Keimel.  Backing  up  this 
duo  we  find  Ken  Inglis  and  Ralph  Miller. 

The  season  began  and  found  a  rather  surprising  thing 
happening,  as  the  Indians  won  7  of  their  first  8  games, 
including  an  18-2  romp  over  arch  rival,  Fairleigh  Dickin¬ 
son.  The  success  rested  on  many  shoulders.  Men  like  Ken 
Meek,  an  outstanding  shortstop  who  at  season’s  end  was 
signed  by  the  Minnesota  Twins;  centerfielder  Jim  Downing, 
a  solid  .300  hitter;  Ken  Frank  and  Randy  Heidemann  at 
first  base;  Tom  McCormick  at  second;  Ralph  Miller,  the 
pitching  question  mark  who  turned  in  a  4-0  record  with 
a  1 .33  earned  run  average;  Fred  Keimel  who  also 
turned  in  a  4-0  season  mark;  and  “Mr.  Home  Run,”  Frank 
Rossi  behind  the  plate.  Frank  holds  the  MSC  mark  of  8 
round-trippers  in  a  single  season,  with  a  two-year  total 
of  15.  He  also  batted  .356  and  was  R.B.I.  leader.  The 
result  was  a  1  4-4  season  record. 

All  in  all,  the  season  had  many  surprises  in  store  for  the 
MSC  fans.  Perhaps  not  so  surprising  at  all  for  the  guys  on 
the  team.  For,  even  though  the  year  was  supposed  to  be 
a  building  year,  it  turned  into  a  different  type  of  building 
for  the  Indians. 
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The  MSC  Tennis  Team,  coached  by  Henry 
Schmidt,  and  led  by  captain  Gary  Savercool 
captured  the  New  jersey  State  College  Confer¬ 
ence  Championship.  Gary  compiled  a  fine  9-5 
individual  record,  while  Dan  Sullivan  accumu¬ 
lated  1 2  victories  and  only  2  defeats.  Dan 
holds  the  MSC  record  for  most  victories  (12) 
in  a  season.  Gary  and  Dan  were  both  selected 
for  the  New  Jersey  State  College  Conference 
All-Star  Team,  and  they  also  made  the  semi¬ 
finals  of  the  N.A.I.A.  Tennis  Tournament.

This,  in  conjunction  with  the  number  of 
outstanding  freshmen  prospects,  has  Coach  George  Horn  very 
encouraged  about  next  year. 

Jim  Harris,  outstanding  track  star  during  his  4  years  at  MSC, 
set  two  new  school  records.  One  in  the  880  yard  run  (1  :55.8), 
and  the  other  in  the  mile  (4:16.8).  Charlie  Trocolli,  another 
mainstay  of  the  MSC  tracksters,  broke  the  school  record  in  the 
330  low  hurdles  (3.67).  Jim  Thomas  also  set  a  new  school 
record  in  the  high  jump  at  6'5". 

At  the  NAIA  meet,  Jim  Harris  walked  away  with  the  honors 
in  the  mile  and  half-mile  runs.  Jim  Thomas  took  a  first  in  the 
high  jump.  Ray  Riken  was  the  leading  point  getter  in  the  pole 
vault,  and  the  mile  relay  team  of  Jim  Santomier,  Jim  Harris, 
Rod  Hamilton,  and  Jim  Cummings  also  copped  a  first  place. 
In  the  Penn  Relays,  this  same  mile  relay  team  broke  the  exist¬ 
ing  MSC  record. 

Next  year’s  team  will  be  made  up  predominantly  of  sopho¬ 
mores  and  the  upcoming  season  looks  better  all  the  time.
